Government

BDMONTON—The long-awaited 
(at least to some people) answers 
to thé question, “What will the 
government do with the liquor 
laws?” were presented to the Al- 
berta legislature last week, when 
Hon. Lucien Maynard, attorney- 
general, introduced a bill to amend 
the Liquor Control Act. Although 
the present act is to be entirely re- 
placed by the new one, there are a 
few radical changes. No cocktail 
bars. No mixed drinking in Edmon- 
ton and Calgary. 

One of the major changes is the | 
authority given to the Liquor Con 
trol. Board to require hotels to 
maintain food facilities in beer par- 
lors. It.is understood that the 
Board probably will put this re- 
quirement into effect, after the act 
goes into effect, July 1. 

Although opposition -members 
hurled charges at the government, 
for not releasing the recommenda- 
tions of the government’s special 
committee on liquor, which met 
last year, Premier Manning and 
Mr. Maynard stood their ground, 
stating that as the committee was 
a government-established body, 
there is no obligation to reveal the 
recommendations. 

So it went, with Liberal Leader 
J. Harper Prowse and his party col- 
league H. J. MacDonald of Calgary, 
trying to find out what the recom- 
mendations were by coming in the 
back door. Did the committee re- 
commend ‘cocktail bars? — Did it 
recommend mixed drinking and 
liquor with meals? All the ques- 
tions went unanswered. 

Finally after an hour and a half 
the. bill was read the first. time, 
with promises of more hot exchan- 
ges when it was presented for se- 
cond and third reading this week. 

* * * 

The ‘third night sitting of * the 
present legislature saw Premier 
Manning close the debate on his 
budget speech, which had raged 
back and forth across the house for 
about two weeks. He denied many 
charges which had been made by 
opposition members, chiefly the 
contention that the government is 
not providing enough financial aid

He 
pointed out this was only $3,000,000 
less than the total budget before 
the house. 


The*speaking record for the ses- 
sion was shattered (it probably 
won’t be equalled this year) by 
Hon. Gordon Taylor, minister of 
highways, (Drumheller, when he 
gave a three-hour-and-15-minute 
discourse over four days on the 
province’s highway situation.
